He lapsed into coma at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon and 
noter 
recovered 
consciousness. 
It was tire end of a 
man outworn by grief and acute agony 
of body. 
Wednesday was a bad day for tin 
little knot of anxious watchers at the 
bedside. 
For long hours 
tin- gray, 
aquiline features lay molded in tin 
inertia of death, while the pulse sank 
lower and lower, but 
late at night 
Mark Twain passed from stupor into 
the first natural sleep he had known 
since he returned from Bermuda and 
in the morning he woke refresh* d, i 
even faintly eh* erful, and in full pi - 
session of till his faculties. 
He recognized his daughter Clara,! 
Mrs. Ossip Gabriloviteh, spoke ti ra­ 
tional word or two and, feeling him 
self unequal 
to conversation, wrote 
out in pencil: “ Give me my glasses." 
They were his last words. 
Laying 
them aside he sank first into reverie 
and later into final unconsciousness. 
There was no thought at the time, 
however, that the end was so near. 
At 5 o’clock Or. Robert Halsey, who 
had been continuously in attendance, ; 
said: 
“ Mr. Clemens is not so strong it’ 
this hour as tie was at the correspond­ 
ing hour Wednesday, but he has won­ 
derful 
vitality 
and 
he 
may 
rally j 
again." 
Albert Bigelow Paine. Mark Twain s , 
biographer and literary executor, said i 
tto a caller who desired to call for Mr. 
Clemens: 
“ I do not think you will 
have to call often again.’’ 


Left W ithout Seeing Him. 


Nevertheless Mr. and Mrs. E. E. j 
Loomis, who had come up from New 
York to give their love in person, left 
Stormfleld. Mr. Clemens’ house, with- i 
out seeing him, and only heard of his 
death just as they were taking the j 
train to New York again. Mrs. Loomis I 
was Mr. Clemens’ favorite niece, and ; 
Mr. Loomis is vice president of the I 
Lackawanna railroad 
Sim ilarly Jar- I 
vis bandon, a nephew, who had run up 
for the day, left even earlier and , 
wholly uninformed. 
At the deathbed were only Mrs. Ga- ! 
brilovitch, her husband, Ossip Gabrilo­ 
viteh, Dr. Robert Halsey. Dr. Quill- j 
tard, Albert Bigelow Paine, who will 
w rite Mark Twain's biography, and the

There was only 
an extreme and increasing debility, 
accompanied by labored respiration. 
Angina pectoris is a paroxysmal af­ 
fection of the chest of baffling and ob 
scure origin, characterized by severe 
pain, faintness and deep depression of 
the spirits. 
The pain is of an oppres­ 
sive, crushing or stabbing character. 
The attacks progress in frequency and ! 
severity with uncertain intermissions, 
sometimes of long duration, tit a fatal 
termination. 


Did Not Die in Anguish. 


Mark Twain did not die in anguish. 
Sedatives soothed his pain, but in his 
moments of consciousness the mental 
depression persisted. On his w ay from 
Bermuda he said to Albert Bigelow j 
Paine, who had 
been 
his constant 
companion in illness: 
‘This is a bad job; we’ll never pull 
through with it.” 
On shore once more and longing for \ 
the serenity of the New England hills 
he took heart and said to those who j 
noted his enfeeblement in sorrow: 
“ Give me a breath of Redding air j 
once more and this w ill pass," btu it ; 
did not pass and, tired of body and 
w eary of spirit, the old warrior against 
shams and snobs said faintly to his j 
nurses: 
“ W h y do you 
fight to 
keep me | 
alive? 
Two days of life are as good 
to me as four.” 
Mr. Clemens first saw the light in \ 
the little town of Florida, Mo., Nov. 
1835. 
CT H is boyhood was not unlike that of 
Tom Sawyer, the character he created 
to become the hero of other American 
boys for generations to follow. Young 
Clemens received but a scanty school 
education; in fact, it is suspected that 
M ark Twain and Tom Saw yer w^ere 
one. 
Samuel L. Clemens was a man who 
saw only the best in life; he ever re­ 
fused to see anything else. 


In 
grinding 
poverty, 
in 
affluence, 
surrounded 
by a happy family, et 
standing at the bier of a loved one. 


Mark Twain never gave up to despair. 
Few among us have known grief as 
bitter as he. 
Few men still have con­ 
tributed as much to the joy of the 
world. 
Frontier reporter, miner, steamboat 
pilot, captain of finance, bankrupt, suc­ 
cessful author, no m atter what his 
station in life for tin* moment, Mark 
Twain was always the same genial 
friend and companion. 
The burial will fie in the family plot 
at Elm ira, N. Y., where lie ahead*, his 
wife, his two daughters. Susan and 
Jean, and bis infant sen Langhorne. 
No date has yet been set.

The effect of this proposal, if enact­ 
ed into law, will be farther reaching 
than is evident on its face 
It will 
mean not only clean money the coun­ 
try over, but also the almost complete 
elimination of the silver dollar from 
ordinary business.

WELCOME IS ENTHUSIASTIC 


No Reigning Sovereign Ever Given r 


M ore Cordial Reception T han T h a t 


Accorded the Distinguished A m e ri­ 


can— Police Have Trouble Restrcin- 


ing 
Crowd 
at 
S tation— Honor the 


M an , Not the Office. 


Paris, April 22. 
No reigning sover­ 
eign ever revolved a more enthusiastic 
welt on:e to Paris than did Theodore 
Roosevelt, tin former president of tho 
United States. 
He reached here at 
7:30 o’clock in the morning and was 
greeted by the representatives of the 
president of the republic and the cab­ 
inet, American Ambassador Bacon. M. 
Jusserand, the French am bassador at 
Washington, and a great concourse of 
people, which the cordon of troops 
surrounding tile railway station had 
difficulty in holding in check. 
After luncheon at the American em­ 
bassy, Colonel Roosevelt called upon 
President I* allicit** and Foreign Min­ 
ister Pint hon, who immediately after­ 
wards paid return visits to the em­ 
bassy. 
In tile evening Mr. Roosevelt was 
given an ovation at the Comedic Fran­ 
ca ise, where he made his first real 
public appearance in Paris, occupying 
the presidential box. 
When Colonel Roosevelt entered the 
theater between acts, accompanied by 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt, Miss Ethel, Kermit 
and Ambassador and Mrs. Bacon, the 
house literally rose to its feet, volleys 
of applause bursting from the boxes, 
pit and galleries. 
For a full minute 
the colonel made no response, but as 
the demonstration continued he came 
forward and bowed his acknowledg­ 
ment*. 
The bill was Sophocles’ Greek 
tragedy, 
"Oedipus 
Rex,’’ 
and 
Mr. 
Roosevelt s* c tiled to enjoy it hugely, 
joining with the audience in the . p 
plause.

Jules Clart tie. director of the theater, 
conducted the party through the mag­ 
nificent foyer, pointing out the stat­ 
ues. portraits and relies of actors and 
authors connected with the history of 
the famous house. 
As the party left 
the building, at the close of the per­ 
formance. rounds of cheers were given 
by the crowds outside. 
The romps fairly reflects the tone 
of the ent.:e French press, declaring 
that Roosevelt’s tour of Europe is un­ 
paralleled in history.
